It has been evident to every intelll- 
gent observer that the chief interest 
ot King George during the past twenty 
years has been his children. 

As a much younger man than he is 
to-day, he sensed the direction affairs 
were taking, the breaking down of 
the old, substantial aristocratic, the 
rise of a democratic spirit the like of 
which no royalty had ever faced be- 
tore, and the need of a royalty equal 
to the conditions which have arisen.

A, Walnut Tree Grows 
Years. 

A walnut tree will keep growing 
long after it has passed the half cen- 
tury mark, and keeps on making tim- 
ber until it is one hundred and fifty 
years old. However, a very nice tree 
can be grown in fifty years on good 
soil; yes, large enough to make all 
the ‘finishing lumber for the interiors 
of a house. Ten acres of land planted 
under sane foréstry methods with 
walnut will make, in time, a une 
tract of valuuble timber, which when 
ready to harvest, would at present 
prices be worth $1,000 per acre. 


No Better Legacy ‘Conld Be Left. 


‘A man could leave no better legacy 
for his heirs than a block of good 
timber. The long time between seed- 
time and harvest in forestry frightens 
the Average mortal, and deters him 
from’ planting forest trees. But peo- 
ple should not take the long time 
yiew seriously. Generations of hu- 

mans are yet to be born to live ip 
this country, and since the present 
generation has largely destroyed the 
original timber, it is only just and 
fair that we should provide for the 
wood and lumber requirements of the 
future. On nearly every farm there 
is some waste land or the remnant. 
of a wood lot. It may be odd, rough 
spots or sandy hills, areas that have 
not produced profitable grain or 
grass crops and which could well be 
used for the growing of wood.

In the deserts of Mongolia there 
still exist herds of wild horses, which 
are supposed to be like those of thou- 
sands of years ago. 

Probably foals of these wild things 
were captured by hunters, and 
brought home for a future food sup- 
ply. They were tameable, and it was 
found that they could carry burdens. 

Then some adventurous warrior 
made one carry him, and after a time 
they became man’s servant, enab 
him to move from plate to place far 
better than he had previously been 
able to do. The first horse that bore 
a burden for man brought civiliza~ 
tion mearer by many thousands of 


ears. 

The rhinoceros—that huge, un- 
wieldly beast with its coat of armor 
— Is closely related to the re, al- 
though this is not generally known. 

But the horse with its many varie- 
ties has been man's best friend for 
many centuries, and now that its 
days are nearly over, and mechanical 
contrivances are taking its place, its 
doom is sealed, so that in time it 
may come to be looked upon ag a 
curiosity, like the bison, on our own

The time of call 
is usually between the first and fif- 
teenth of July. The midnight sun is 
visible for over a month, and the sum- 
mers have perpetual daylight for 
about three months. To the south, 
east and north the country is flat, but 
the mountains can be seen rising in the 
west. A winter portage, about 25 or 
30 miles in length, runs easterly to 
Mackenzie River, and another portage, 
between 75 and 100 miles in length, 
leads west through the mountains to’ 
La Pierre House on Bell River. 


Peel River is a large, wide, muddy | 


river, with a uniform, steady current, | 


and is navigable by large steamboats. 
Spruce woods Iine both banks, which 
become low aud flat at the delta; AY 
channel running to the east at tne 
head of the delta connects with the 
Mackenzie. Another channel turns to 
the left and then runs north and Is 
known locally as the Huskie River. 

Huskie River is the name locally ap- 
plied: to the most westerly channel of 
the Mackenzie delta.

How to Combat Scours In Calves. 


Like all diseases of cattle, preven- 
tion is the best method of combatting 
scours. Ordinarily scours, as distin- 
guished from White scours or calf 
cholera, can usually be traced to 
overfeeding, irsegular feeding, dirty 
pails, cold milk, sour milk, or old 
milk, and any one or all of these 
are due to carelessness on the part 
of the feeder. 

Constant vigilamee is the price of 
healthy caives. As soon as trouble is 
detected, the feed of the calf should 
be reduced at least half. Administer 
a dose of castor oil in warm milk by 
means of a small drenching bottle. 
This will tend to remove all irruating 
substances from the bowels. Feed 
should then be grzaually restored to 
the normal account, and formalde- 
hyde solution should be added to the 
milk at the rate cf one teaspoonful 
per pound of milk. This solution 
shouid be made up of one part of 
formalin. (40 per cent. solution of 
formaidehyde) to,thirty-coe parts of 
“~weier lf prompt improvement dees 
not folloW°this.ireatment, repest the 
dose of oil, and acéc mpany it with 
another reduction in the “fee 

Calves are always greedy, an 
this reason overteeding should be 
avoided, This is true particularly 
when alfalfa is being fed, as it is ex- 
ceedingiy palatable, and the animal 
ig abt to Forge itself. 


Uubricagts for Farm Machinery. 


Heavy oils and greases are used on 
all bearings where the pressure is 
great and the movement slow, as on 
uxles and slow ‘turning shafts. Gen- 
erally speaking, the greater the 
speed of the turning part the lighter 
the lubricant used. No oil should be 
used that has not sufficient body to 
remain on the surface of shaft and 
bearing for a reasonable length of 
time. All farm machines, excepting 
engines and cream separators, can be 
kept well lubricated with the heavier 
oils and greases. Cream separators 
ire a light 


high grade oil, while gasoline en- 


gines require an oll of medium body 
and capable of standing a high tem- 


perature. Grease or hard oil cups 
should be attached to all bearings 
where practicable. —L. *

In conjunetion wiih pa recommen- 
dations on pruning given below we 
wish also to make certain récom- 
mendations as to distances of plant- 
ing to those growers who contem- 
plate setting out new orchards. in 
peaches, for example, we are of the 
opinion that, taking one variety with 
another, eighteen feet apart each 
way, or the equivalent should be the 
absolute minimum distance. Twenty 
feet would be a betier distance. Con- 
siderably fewer trees to the acre can 
be set, bul it is probable, though not 
proven, that just as much frult te 
ihe acre will be barvested as if the 
orchard were more closely planted. 
Then, too, fewer trees means less 
capital dutlay for nursery stock, less 
pruping, greater ease in orchard 
Operations such as pruning, spray 
ing, cultivation, harvesting, eto, less 
susceplibilily to disease, and there- 
re longer life for the trees, 


lo the orchard trees. 
Distances Recommended for Planting. 

We would reconimend the follow- 
ing general distances: 

Apples, 56 to 40 feet for standards, 
ciel: at 10 to 20 feet. 

Cherries, Sweet, 25 to 30 feet; 
Sour, 18 to 20 leet 

Peaches, 18 to 20 feet, 

Pears, ibeto 18 feet. 

Plums, 18 to 20 teet, 

Suiallier growing varieties possibly 
closer. 

Cöusideration must of course be 
given to the variety being planted, 
Smaller growing 
given the absolute minimum dis- 
iances with larger growing varieties 
relatively farther apart; also, if. the 
grower prefers, trees may be planted 
16 x20 instead of 18 1 18, giving 
practically the same number of trees 
to Ahe acre. 


Do Not Prune Young Tree Heavily. 


The practice usually advocated in 
Ontario for young trees, (whether 
apple, pear, peach or other fruit) 
until they come into bearing, has 
been toggle regular, fairly heavy an- 
nual dermant pruning on the theory 
that such pruning induces vigorous 
growth and wakes for a larger, 
Stronger tree. 

Experimental work in England, in 
the United States and at this Statiop 
has sbown conclusively, however, 
that the less pruning the young non- 
bearing tree is given, the larger, 
stronger tree it makes and the soon- 


er it comes into bearing. Growth is | 


only apparently induced by pruning. 


The long, thick; sappy growth in the | 


young tree resulting from heavy 
pruning does not total as much, how- 
ever, as the normal growth and ex- 
leusion of large and small branches 
in the unpruned tree. Careful nieas- 
urements demonstrate this. 


Pruning Delays Growth and Fruiting. 


The reason for the unpruned or 


lightly pruned tree being larger than 


the tree receiving more severe treat- 
ment is in reality 
logical. The soil may contain an 
abuudance wf plant food, but this 
raw“ food must first go to the 
leaves .and be there turned into 
„manufactured“ food before the 


tree can make use of it for further | 


growth and fruitfulness. Pruning, by 
removing part of the possible leaf 
urea of the tree; reduces by just that 
much the ability of the tree to manu- 
facture plant food, and hence inhibits 
growth. 

With reference to pruning delaying 
fruiting, it has lately been shown 
that before there can be fruitfulnéss 
there must be a partial storing up 
of. manufactured fo in the 
branchés, twigs and fruit spurs. This 
storing up of surplus food naturally 
takes place first in the unpruned 
tree with its greater leaf surface aud 
the unpruned tree is therefore the 
first to come into bearing. 

Pruning Recommendations. 
. Head back the young tree at plant- 
ing time as is the present practice 
to counterbalance the root pruning 
incident to transplanting. Limit 
subsequent: pruning of the non-bear- 
ing tree to the removal of undeslr- 
able branches and even then thin out 
too little rather than too much. Head 
back. a branch only when necessary 
to shape the tree and then head back 
preferably to a side branch. Prune 
lightly, recognizing that light prun- 
ing for the peach would be moderate 
Pruning for the apple. As the tree 
rogghes maturity and bears heavily, 
heavier pruning will have to be given 
to maintain a proper supply of new 
growth.—E. F. Palmer, Hort, Exp. 
Station, Vineland Station. 


Horticultural Hints, 


Banding the trunks and larger 
limbs of apple trees with strips of 
cloth has been practiced extensively 
for the control of the codling moth. 
This method cousists of fastening a 
band of cloth aréund the trunk, from 
which the loose bark has been re- 
moved. Usually a band made from 
burlap, folded to three thicknesses 
4 to 8 inches wide, is used. The cod- 
ling moth larvae, ur worms, crawl 
beneath the band to form their co- 
coons and should be destroyed by 
hand at intervals of ten days.

Mature 
breeding stock are apt to become too 
fat if given the freedom of helping 
themselves.

cent. 

| Corrective for Winter Use. 


The use of a suitable corrective ts 
| strongly recommended by all suceess- 
} ful swind feeders. One that is low in 

cost and fully efficient, and easy to 
prepare may be provided as follows: 

100 pounds of ground lime stone 
or slacked lime. 

100 pounds of hard. wood ashes or 
root cellar soll to which 10 pounds 
of. bone flour has been added. 

200 pounds of charcoal. 

50 ponnds of salt. 

20 pounds of sulphun 

2 pounds of iron sulphate. 

Mix all the dry material together 
excepting the irom sulphate. When 
all are mixed, dissolve the fron sul- 
phate in a gallon of hot water and 

| 6prinklé- over the entire mass. Shovel 
over a few times, and then store in 
sacks or barrels for use as wanted,

Farm Bookkeeping. 


Two dairy farms were selected for 
a study of the cost of producing milk. 
| It was found that on one the cost 
of produetion was $1.65 per hundred- 
weight of milk; on the other farm 
the cost was 36 per bundredweight.: 
If both these farms were selling 
milk at 32.50 per hundredweight, 
what would you say about the com- 
parative prosperity of the two farms? 
lt is quite usual to see two farms 
side by side, one of which appears 
Prosperous while the other seenis to 
de slowl, going down, It doesn’t 
mean that one farmer is a worker 
while the other is lazy, not at all. We 
nave all seen hard-working farmees 
| who have failed to make a success. 
| We explain it by saying he had poor 
luck, or things somehow seemed to: 
go against him. 

After all brain is about as im 
portant as muscle, if not more 80 
in this farming business. And ri 
farmer can wor, as profitably at his 
desk as he can In the field. 
That is why it pays a farmer to be 
| educated, It is a matter of money 
| returns whether the farmer shall 
| know how to keep his books or not. 
It takes only a few minutes to jot 
down items of hours spent on Various 
crops in a time-book, once or twice 
a week. And items ‘of expense can 
be entered in a column as they occur, 
to be distributed at leisure in winie- 
| evenings. The date of sale and the 
| price received dre more than mere 
items of curiosity to be remembered 
for awhile then forgotten, 

Really there is no excuse for a 
farmer not knowing his production 
costs. And it should be considered 
las much of a sign of poor farming 
as the growth of .weeds along the 
roadside or the tumbling of fences. 


Roughage Have it Good, 


A good. cow must be capable of 

handling large amounts of roughage. 
Provided with plenty of high. quality 
forage she will produce much more 
| economically than when fed grain to 
, balance poor hay and stover. 
, Silage added to a ration bas been 
found to reduce the cost of producing 
100 pounds of milk from twenty-five 
to seventy-five cents. In an American 
experiment, twelve cows were divided 
into two groups. One group received: 
silage and legume hay, the other the 
same roughage allowance with grain 
in addition. The second group pro- 
duced more milk but the first one 
did very well and easily excelled the 
first from the standpoint of economl- 
cal production. 

These facts are not meant to indi- 
cate that it does not pay to feed 
grain but to show the importance. of.

is Crime Really a Talent? 


is it not so with all criminals? 
Citizens of the highest respectability 
gamble at the race track. They scoff 
at the law. They do not abet the 
commission of crime, as they view it. 
It ia a recreation to them, frequently 
a business, to help trample upon the 
statute. So it is with the professional 
smuggler, the gambler, and the boot- 
legger; and so it is with the confi- 
dehce man, the swindler, the flimflam- 
mer, the pickpocket, the highwayman, 
the harlot, and the thief.

August Thyssen is the strongest 
~ndividual that confronts the French 
in the Ruhr. Until the invasion he 
was the industrial master of that 
great region and even to-day has noi 
abdicated. Naturally he is filled with 
rage and indignation at the actions 
of the French, but this is only be 
cause his own pocket being hit, 
not because hig sense of justice is 
revolted. Heer Thyssen indeed went 
on record publicly as late as 1915 
in declaring that no peace should be 
Signed which did not give Germany 
control of Briey and Nancy, with a 
belt of land sfficient tu safeguard 
the conquest from French guns 
that is to say, at leasi, thirty miles, 
and in a word Verdun. He was a 
rabid annexalionist and said once 
that it was the iron mines ef Lor- 
raine that enabled Germany to po- 
long the war. What France is do- 
ing to Germany now is not as bad as 
What Thyssen was anxious that Ger- 
many *hould do to France had the 
fortunes of war permitted it. It seems 
to be true that at first Thyssen, like 
Ballin, the great shipowner, did not 
approve the war, but he contributed 
powerfully to carrying it on. 

He was opposed to it because his 
personal interests were international. 
He had investments in half a dozen 
foreign countries, as well as impor- 
tant works in France.

He 
had a great vision, but only a little 
capital. With his $6,000 he buiit 
his first rolling mill where sixty men 
were employed. That has since 
grown into the Deutsches Kaiser 
Works, with a pay roll of 26,006 
workers. How many men are em- 
ployed in all his enterprises is not 
known, but it is said that even to- 
‘ay in the Ruhr he has 66,000 men 
working for him. He is an autocrat 
in industry, and probably a vanting 
humbus, for he speaks of feciing it 
his duty to keep his works running 
for the sole purpose of providing 
employment. He says that he has 
done this at times when he made no 
profit at all, and he speaks patheti- 
cally of carrying burdens and 
anxieties which often depressed him 
for years at a time. Like Rocke- 
feller, too, he is religious. He prbv- 
fesses to scorn worldly honors, and 
the only decorations he has eve 
accepted were those conferred upon 
him by the, pope, for he is a devout 
Roman Catholic, 

Like Rockefeller again, he is ex 
tremely economical in his habits 
He wears his clothes until they are 
worn out. He travels second class 
and has never given a tip. His

Finding The Number 
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The magician counts the cards in 
a pack to show that there are only 
the usual 62. A spectator takes out 
of the centre of the pack any num- 
ber of cards he likes, withdrawing 
them in a bunch so that the magic 
fan cannot know how many cards 
are taken. The cards are placed 
face down on thé table and the spec- 
tator places either on top of the- 
‘pack or beneath it a number of 
cards known only to himself. The 
cards are cut as many times as 
desired. The performer counts the 
cards and immediately tells how 
many were added. 

‘When the magician counted the 
cards it gave him an excuse for 
dealing the cards face upward 80 
that he might remember the names 
of the top card and e bottom 
card. The fact that ds were 
withdrawn trom the centre of the 
pack left these cards undisturbed. 
The spectator adds the number of 
cards he desires and the cards are

No one, not even 
the cook, commonly known while 
afloat as “the doctor,” may have any 
respite.

Beekeeping Has a Fascination for 
Female Apiarists. 


The late Mrs. G. A. , Deaaman, of 
Brussels, had a long experience in bee 
management. She said: The aplary 
has a fascination for the woman who 
#0es earnestly into beekeeping, It is 
a healthful ocenpation, for it is large- 
ly out-of-door activity, and it gives 
one'.a change of work and thought. 
Some heavy lifting is necessary now 
and then, althousn assistance is us. 
ually available. But a woman must 
make up hem mind to give practi 
cally all her time to the work dur 
ing the period of swarming and ex- 
tracting—say June and July. After 
that there is bottling, packing, label- 
ling, etc., although this may be 
lightened by selling in bulk, which is 
the best way after all to dispose cf 
surplus’ honey. But for months to- 
getner the bees require little or no 
attention.“ 


Some Apiary Costs. 


Miss R. B. Pettit, of Georgetown, 
writing in January last, gives the fol. 
lowing up-to-date information: “A 
Woman can make it go, if she has 
fullicient initiative, energy and 
utrength, and lastly if she likes the 
bees“ Interest in the work and love 
of bees must be strong enough to 
overcome many difficulties besides 
the inevitable sting. A light start is 
advisable, say two or three colonies, 
until she masters some of the mys- 
teries of the hive, and the general 
Piinciples of management. 

It would be well for her to begin 

with standard eqttipment—the ten. 
Haine Langstroth hive for brood 
chamber—but would advise shatiow 
supers, because ot their lightex 
weight. The following list yives 
estimate of cost for start with two 
colonies: —
